"I seized the shotgun from my hus­ 
band and wk h his act of drawing his 
pistol for the second time I raised the

Several persons have suggested 
the theory of a suicide pact. The body 
had bee n in the water for three week s 
and was dressed from head to foot in 
new clothes.

weighed 155 pounds. She was five feet 
ten inches in height, apparently was

The body of an unidentified man, ap­ 
parently forty years old, was found at 
Indiana Harbor the Same day. 
The 
body had been in the water about four 
w’eek s. The authorities scout the idea 
of a suicide pact between the two. 
The finding of the woman's body re­ 
calls the discovery of a note in 
a 
sealed bottle on Lak e Michigan by the 
Whiting police on May 15. 
It was 
written with a pencil on a piece of 
wrapping paper and read as follows: 
“I hope when you find this little note 
in this bottle you won’t be surprised 
but we, companions all our lives, de­ 
cided to die together. Good-by, wick ed 
world.—Florence Roy, Daisy Barnes.” 


San Francisco, May 30.—The long- 
expected boycott of American goods in 
China as a protest against the deten­ 
tion sheds on Angel island for Oriental

Our people are a factor in 
commercial prosperity.
